Olann  S.  Holcomb,  1000  Ollpin,  FB  7—21*88,  had  received  a telephone  call,  and 
a woman  said,  "Repeat  and  retort  the  Information  yen  heard.  It  ties  in  with 
what  just  happened."  Mrs.  Holcomb  asked  the  wcemn  whet  number  she  was  call- 
Hlgtjj,  and  she  said  FI  7—21*88 . This  number  was  listed  to  Phillip  Oliver,  5350 
Surry  Circle.  I talked  with  Mrs.  Oliver,  who  is  a part  time  model.  She  said 
Mrr.  Krma  Austin,  lfi?0  Cypress,  HL  W998,  had  called  her  end  was  the  woman 
who  got  the  wrong  number.  The  Information  that  Mrs.  Oliver  gave  to  Mrs.  Austin 
was  as  follows ■ Thursday,  November  81,  1963,  Mr*.  Oliver  celled  Mrs.  Austin 
at  RT,  and  evidently  was  cut  into  a conversation  that  wae  going  on  be- 

tween two  men.  They  were  talking  about  demanding  some  time  from  Oovemor 
Connelly  and  Tie#  President  Johnson  to  hear  their  side  on  a bond  hear  ng  or 
reaonlng  of  property.  Mrs.  Oliver  heard  the  name  John  Plaoohter  used  and  be- 
lieved it  to  be  one  of  the  men  that  was  talking.  Mrs.  liver  made  her  call 
again  to  Mrs.  Austin  and  told  her  what  3he  had  just  heard.  I returned  to  the 
office  and  worked  in  the  office  answering  the  telephone.  About  61OO  Hi,  Lt. 
Wells  gave  C.  W.  Brown  and  myself  information  that  Mr.  C.  J.  MC  Watters  was 
driving  Piedmont  Bna  and  vis  due  at  Cooaeree  and  Harwood  at  6dJ  8*.  We  met 
Mr.  Me  Watters  and  carried  him  to  the  Detail  Room.  At  6130  PM,  Mr.  Me  Watters 
made  identification  of  Oswald  as  #8  man  In  four  man  line  up.  Mr.  Me  Wetter 
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(im  mo  an  affidavit  in  the  Homicide  Off!  o«  and  identified  the  tranafer  that 
he  had  given  Oswald  positively. 

About  9tOO  ffl,  Capt.  J.  W.  frits  gave  ne  three  spent  6.5  rifle  3ba  11  a and 
advised  ne  to  take  them  to  the  Crime  Lab  to  It.  Day  and  return  one  of  then  hack 
to  him.  Lt.  Pay  examined  all  the  shells  for  prints  and  put  one  in  an  snvelope 
that  I returned  to  Capt.  Frit*.  While  I was  at  the  Crime  tab.,  Lt.  Day  showed 
mo  the  6.5  rifle,  and  t wreta  a description  from  the  rifle.  T returned  to 
the  office  and  was  in  Capt.  Frits*  s offica  when  Bet.  J.  B.  Picks,  and  Pete 
Barnes  made  paraffin  oast  of  Pee  Harvey  Oswald's  hands  and  face.  I got  off 
duty  about  2sOQ  AM,  November  ?3»  1963. 

T returned  to  duty  November  23,  1963,  9ili5  AM  and  worked  in  the  office 
answering  telephone  call*.  At  2»15  W I was  present  in  the  Assembly  Room 
when  cab  driver,  William  W.  Whaley,  619  Pine  Street,  Lewisville,  Texas, 
identified  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  as  the  mm  he  picked  up  at  the  Greyhound  Bus 
Station,  Novasfcer  ??,  1963,  about  IsOO  IV  and  carried  to  the  500  Block  of 
North  Beckley.  Mr.  Whaley  identified  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  aa  #3  man  in  four 
■an  line  up.  Hr.  Whaley  cam#  up  to  the  third  floor  and  gave  an  affidavit 
in  the  Auto  Theft  Office.  Bill  Alexander,  Assistant  District  Attorney,  was 
present  at  the  show  up,  end  when  Mr.  h aley  gave  affidavit.  Det.  C.  W.  Brown 
and  myself  returned  Hr.  Whaley  to  610  South  Aka  id , and  then  took  Bill 
Alexander  to  the  District  Attorney's  office.
